As a matter o f fact the “ green 
to m ato es” o n the po tato v ines are 
the seed po ds o f the po tato , and if 
planted and giv en attentio n fo r a 
few y ears, w ill pro duce no rmal 
sized po tato es. 
Ordinarily po tato v ines, altho ugh 
they blo o m mo re o r less pro fusely , 
do no t 
pro duce 
seed, 
but with 
fav o rable weather the seed po ds 
may be fo und witho ut difficulty , 
particularly as the v ines begin to 
die.

NLRB’s regional office at Cin­

ruled against the union.

union then appealed to the 
five-m an b oard here. The b oard 
today instructed the regional of­ 
fice to hold an “early hearing” at 
w’hich all parties will appear and 
have a chance 
to cross-examine 
one another. 
The b oard said it appears that 
the union’s protests raise 
“such 
sub stantial and material factual 
issues” regarding the conduct of 
the election that they can only b e 
resolved b y such a hearing.

To Take Possession 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 20 — ( ZP) - — 
Repub lic Steel Corp. officials con­ 
tinued their b attle today to ob ­ 
tain a 
government-owned

000,000 b last furnace here, b ut a 
K aiser-Frazer 
official 
said 
his 
firm ’s lease of the unit would r e ­ 
main in effect. 
“ As far as I’m concerned, we 
move in Sept. I,” Edgar F. Kaiser, 
K -F vice president, told newsmen 
last night after an all-day con­ 
ference with Repub lic officials on 
operation of the furnace. 
Officials of the two firms is­ 
sued a formal statement at the 
end of the conference saying they 
had discussed prob lems relating 
to operation of the furnace. They 
admitted they had reached “no 
conclusions,” and would continue 
discussions next week. 
Repub lic indicated it would re ­ 
sume its fight to retain the furn ­ 
ace which it has operated for sev - 
eral year, however, b y adding this 
statement: 
“Repub lic intends to continue its 
protest to the War Assets A d ­ 
ministration in an effort to void 
this contract, which will force us 
out of the pig iron b usiness in the 
north.” 
Repub lic earlier sent telegrams 
to its pig iron customers, notifying 
them it was leaving that b usiness 
Sept. I and urging them to protest 
the lease. 
The WAA declared, however, 
that the lease to K aiser-Frazer 
was ‘firm and irrevocab le,”

Ruthless Killer to

If 
you know w hy, you are well above 
the average person in aviation. 
An air force officer didn't know. 
A naval 
aviation officer 
didn't 
know. 
An 
industry

didn't know. A library of Congress 
researcher thought it was the an­ 
niversary of the birth of Orville 
Wright, the first man to fly. 
He was right. The younger of the 
two brothers who discovered the 
secret 
of 
heavier-than-air 
ma­ 
chines was born in Aug. 19, 1871, at 
Dayton, Ohio. He died there last 
January. 
National Aviation Day was pro­ 
claimed 
by 
President 
Roosevelt j 
Ju ly 25, 1939, under authority of 
a resolution adopted by Congress j 
two months earlier, Roosevelt said 
the day should be observed on Au­ 
gust 19 in each succeeding year in 
recognition of the W right brothers’ 
and America’s preeminent position 
in aviation. 
It was the custom for several 
years to issue a proclamation an­ 
nually, 
but none was 
issued this 
year. 
No formal 
celebration has 
been planned. 
The reason probably is that Na­ 
tional 
Aviation 
Day 
never did 
catch 
on. 
There long had been 
more enthusiasm for December 17 
— known as “ Kittyhaw k Day” — the 
anniversary of the first flight at 
K ill Devil Hill, near Kittyhawk, N.

Any other arrangement would be 
unnatural and abnormal. 
The breakdown of home life is unnatural 
and abnormal for human beings, too. Amer­ 
ican homes, never in our history, have been 
more attractive and comfortable than they 
are today, from the viewpoint of the gen­ 
eral average But the fire has gone out lin­ 
net’e sarily on many a hearth leaving it 
cold and desolate. It needs to be rekindled 
and kept warm and glowing. 


The American home needs to be used 
more as a home and less as just a place to 
eat and sleep.

IN spite of the fact that we know 
its cause and have better methods 
of treatment than ever before in 
history, tuberculosis still continues 
to be on* of our important health 
problems. 
For years, scientists have dreamed 
of producing increased resistance 
to the germs which cause this di­ 
sease by means of vaccination. If 
this could be done, they reasoned, 
exposure to the germs would be 
less dangerous. Young infants, par­ 
ticularly susceptible to the disease, 
could bo protected during this early, 
hazardous period even though they 
lived in crowded quarters where 
tuberculosis germs were rife. It 
would also be of value among young 
adults, such as doctors and nurses, 
who are 
repeatedly 
exposed 
to 
germs by reason of their occupation. 
To be useful, of cour e. the vac­ 
cination would have to be given 
before tuberculosis infection was 
actually acquired, for there is no 
evidence that any vaccine, however 
powerful, would alter the cour.se of 
a disease which is already present. 
A Step Forward 
This was the dream.and, in 1906, 
a couple of French scientists took 
the first step forward toward real­ 
izing it. Thirteen years later a vac­ 
cine. called BGG, made from tuber­ 
culosis germs obtained from cows, 
was developed. The germs used 
were so tic.lied as to be weakened 
but not killed. 
Hut, in science, the gap between 
a dream and its complete realiza­ 
tion is long and it was not until 
recently that the vaccine was used 
in the United States, and then only 
to a limited extent. It is given by 
placing a few drops of vaccine on 
the sterilized skin of the arm, and, 
with a sharp needle, a number of 
skin punctures are made through 
the vaccine, just as are made with 
smallpox vaccine. A small lump de­ 
velops at the point of each puncture. 
After about a month, this lump dis-

I appears without causing any dis- 
1 comfort. 
A number of studies have been 
made in the United States to deter­ 
mine just how effective the BOG 
vaccine may be. In general, they 
cern to show a reduction in the 
amount of tuberculosis infection in 
vaccinated groups. 
However, it would appear that a 
great deal more work is necessary 
i to determine just how much pro- 
, toction is given by the BGG vaccine, 
how long it lasts, and just what 
! plan of vaccination 
would best 
produce and maintain the protec- 
, tion. It is stated that such a study 
1 may require a period of at least 
twenty years. 


No Troublesome R eactions 
At present, it would seem that it 
can be generally accepted that BCG 
vaccine is safe and will not cause 
any troublesome reactions if it is 
! properly given, it also appears to 
give some protection against tuber­ 
culosis throughout a period of about 
six years, which is the length of 
time for which vaccinated groups 
have been carefully observed. 
As with any type of vaccine, the 
! protection produced by the BCO 
vaccine is only relative, that is, if 
a person breathes in enough of the 
j virulent type of tuberculosis germs, 
I whatever protection be has from the 
vaccine may be overcome. 
Ii) any event, BGG is not a sub­ 
stitute for the known methods of 
j preventing tuberculosis, but in some 
future time it may be found help­ 
ful as a supplement to these

Called Phonovision 
By Its Inventor

HOLLYWOOD — You 
put 
a 
rcord on the spindle, swing the 
tone arm into position, and presto 
you have in your own home the 
same talking 
motion 
pictures 
you'd see at your neighborhood1 
movie house. 
Nope, its not 
television. Ifs 
ohonovtsion, a radically new and 
inexpensive home movie projector. 
At first glance it looks like a 
-ortable record player. The first 
difference you notice is In the 
ecord disk itself. It s half an inch 
thick, and encased side and bottom 
in metal. 
A beam of light projects from 
the front of the 
machine 
to a 
< reen hanging on the wall across 
the room, and on the screen you 
nee the movie while listening to 
the record. The synchronization 
is perfect. 


But where 
is the film’’

I know the sound is coming from 
I the record, but the machine isn’t

The film is in the record disk. ( 
As the record 
revolves,

But its 
I inventor,

Technician j 
i Ralph M. Like, has spent the last! 
I IO years perfecting the process. He 
is associated with and financed j 
Shy a retired 
Hollywood movie’ 
producer. Phil Goldstone 
Gold- 
stone amassed a fortune making j 
movies before the war, among the i 
most 
notable 
of 
whrtbh 
was 
“Journey’s End.’ Like, a recording 
expert, has been associated w ith 1 
several studios. 
They hope to have their phono­ 
vision machines in retail stores 
late this year 
or early 
in 1949. 
Plans now are to sell 
the basic j 
machine for about $150 Price for 
adapters, to be installed in radio 
and television sets, has not yet 
been determined. There also will 
be larger models for schools and i 
institutions, and juke-box types 
for bars. 
Two models currently are being 
j demonstrated to representatives of 
I department stores and universities.1 
One is the 
basic model,

projects a beam of light across the 
! room onto 
a screen. 
The other 
looks like a television set, with; 
the screen installed in the face of j 
the machine.

A delux 
model synchronizes two turntables 
in such a way that both sound and

Goldstone

The only 
change will be in the length. In 
most cases. I think 
we can im­ 
prove the picture by cutting down 
from 12 reels to six or nine " 
Goldstone 
says he 
originally 
planned to sell Phonovision ex­ 
clusively to schools and institu­ 
tions. Then chain store became in­ 
terested. and 
later the 
movie 
studios 
He has not dropped his 
idea of selling to schools and in­ 
stitutions, however 
Phonovision 
will be available to them, he says. 
at a 35 percent reduction in price. 


“ It 
is entirely 
conceivable," 
Goldstone believes, “ that this may 
revolutionize the movie industry. 
This may be a better way of dis­ 
tributing pictures than our chains 
of movie houses. Who will want to 
battle theater crowds when they 
can sit at home in an easy chair 
and see the same show 
at ap­ 
proximately the same price per 
person?"
